|Airbus 

A380

On January 18th, the first 
Airbus 380 was showcased in France. 
This plane is recorded as the largest 


commercial airplane in existence. 
Compared to the Boeing 747-400. the 
Airbus A380 has 49% more floor 
space and can hold 35% more 
passengers. The exact number of 
passengers that this aircraft holds is 
555 in therr classes. If the whole 
entire airplane were one cabin with 
standard chairs, everyone who 
learns and teaches at MBA could fit 
inside in addition to the board of 


directors. This means it could hold about 
850 passengers. With a full flight, this 
prodigious plane can fly up to 15. CHK) 
ground kilometers. For customer 
satisfaction, this plane can be equipped, 
depending on the airline, with an all out 
bar and lounge, couches, and Sky Beds. 
Beneath the deck, there are creches, crew 
rest areas, sleeping cabins, and lav atories. 
Now. some people ask. “I low big is it?” 
In length, it is 239 feet. 3 inches. T hat is 
about 15 Mummer 112s lined up bumper to 
bumper. I low high? It is 79 feet. 7 inches, 
which is about 233 40GB iPod Photos 
stacked longwise on top of each other. 
The A380 runs on Rolls-Royce Trent 900 
engines or GP7200 engines from The 
Fngine Alliance (a General Flectric and 
Pratt & Whitney joint venture). So far. 
there have been 129 orders for this plane 
including 17 Freighter versions. It is 
compatible with 60 airports, for it has a 
massive size and requires custom 
skyways, compatible runways, and 
service cars are all needed to 
accommodate this plane. The Airbus 
A380 will be in service in 2006 and the 
A380F( freighter) in 2008.

2005, Apple released the new iPod mini 
and two revised iPod photos. The iPod 
mini revision comes to upgrade the 
player to an optional 6GB hard drive. 
The base model is the 4GB hard drive at 
$ 199, and the 6GB hard drive is $249. In 
addition, the iPod 40GB has been 
discontinued, and in its place, a 30GB 
iPod Photo has been added.
